A short note to re-register my concern about a long standing 
agreement I thought we had with the Press Department of the 
CIA regarding, Mr. Bush's appearance on FACE THE NATION. 

As you know. Ambassador Bush went on MEET THE PRESS February 22. 
He was then booked on ISSUES in March. After ISSUES cancelled 
his appearance for reasons I don't know, we were assured by 
Angus Theurmer that we were next in line — - "when the time was 
right." We extended several invitations in March, April and 
May. In May we were told Ambassador Bush would not be available 
during the summer. 

When Mr. Theurmer left, we talked by phone and I was still 
under the impression that Mr. Bush would be on FACE next. So 
you can imagine my surprise when I learned the was going on ISSUES 
this Sunday. 

Has Ambassador Bush declined our invitation because I would not 
guarantee that our correspondents would not ask political 
questions or is there another reason? I will appreciate any 
light you can put on the subject, and, if possible, can you 
let me know where we stand now? “2.
